Ula crlea brought Lyoan 
and a neighbor named Saulaharry to 
the apot They aummoned balp. aad 
Bowen was carried to Ft. Oay where 
he was attended by Ur. Jay Bart- 
raiu and cared fur until tbe next 
day, when In' was bruughl to Rlver- 
vlcw hoHpllal where be will remain 
until he ran he removed to bis 
hojui- at Hatfield. \V Vu Ilowen'a 
wile la with her huabaiid. having 
come Tuesday. . 

Bowen says be was riding on the 
front and of a "gondola" coal car 
on which four negroes were also 
riding.

There are place* In the gsrden 
where radishes may be planted for 
fall use. Radishes do besi when 
tko nights ar* cool. 
Try thinning apples with the prun- 
ing nippers. It Is theoretically pos- 
sible lo do SO at a time when the 
fruit is right for thinning and th^- 
time Is right to encourage ibe 
growth of frilt buds to incresse the 
crop next year. It might not be ad- 
visable to attempt It on a larg» 
scale at first. Try an experimental 
tree here and there and note rrsult*. 

The best cider is made from win- 
ter apples carefully gathered and 
kept , lean Kreali ,-lder may "le 
twilled and kept for nionibh bat 
great care is inu - j-.trv to pi, \en'. 
fermentntioii. Ail uiuusils uiaat be 
thoroughly aterlllxfd with beat and 
the laalast way to praveot fermenta- 
tion of about a hundred and seventy 
degrees F. hdldlng It at that t«m- 
parature for ten or fifteen minutes. 
'Then the bottle la filled as quickly 
aa possible and corked tight. It must 
be kept In a cool placa. 

The month of August la the time 
to get the fruit baskets, boxes, bar- 
rels, etc., in readiness for the fall 
lilckiliK season, LadiL-rn UHUaliy have 
broken rounds to be rt-platcd and it 
is a Kood plan lo make one or two 
light frames to stand un that may 
be moved easily about uuder the 
trees. Ikixos are too clumsy. 

To get the highest price for ap- 
ples they must be carefully graded 
to site and quality generally firn. 
seconds and cider applOa.
